National Association of Retail Grocers have 
seance between conflicting interests the lave declared 
in favor of having grocers and grocers only as their 
ofheers.

Wisdom ol their course in this matter, nor der that the 


men who speak in behalf of American grocerdom should 


be themselves dealers in sugar and spice. but until this 
convention such has not been the case, as the all-im 
portant office of sec retary of this national union of gro 
cerymen was held the past year by the editor of a 


gracery trade paper, W. E. Godfrey, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, and during his incumbency the secretaryship has 
een a storm center. Grocery papers have, with but 
few exceptions, been filled with squabbling and personal 


} 


bickering. Leading grocery papers have stacked Ip as 
Godfreyite or anti-Godfreyite sheets, and the merry 
bandying of words between the national secretary and 
some other officers has taken up much space that readers 
of these papers would probably have seen devoted to the 
advocacy of pure food legislation and the protection of 
grocers against illegitimate competition. 

Leading grocers, who have studied hard on grave 
trade abuses to be remedied by the national association ; 
who have worked out schemes for augmenting the mem- 
bership; who have desired to see greater attention paid 
to the perfection of schemes of local organization, have 
seen these vital questions side-tracked by personal issues 
and dwarfed by petty bickerings of individual with indi- 
vidual. 

Surely a national association is headed the 
wrong way when the paramount issue appears to be the 
eligibility of office holders. Are trade associations ap- 
proaching a state of parallelism with political bodies, 
where the incumbent of an office pours out money like 
water and devotes his entire time to securing an office, 
and no sooner is he installed than he starts maneuvering 
for his re-election ? 

Are there any reasons why grocers, hardware men, 
druggists or jewelers should have national associations ? 

If there be any advantage in the formation of a 
grand union of retail interests, organized in spite of the 
covert if not open opposition of powerful interests, and 
only after the expense of considerable money, time and 
labor, the latter two items generally given by volun- 
teers whose private interests can ill afford so heavy a 
sacrifice for the common good, then, to our way of 
thinking, the cossetting of individuals at the expense of 
the common good would seem highly improper. Why 
pamper personalities and let principles perish for want 
of attention? Why not select men in a given line of 
trade as officers of an association in that trade? Such a 
course would seem to be equitable, logical and sensible. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is not, never was and has 
no intention of becoming an organ of the retail grocery 
interests of America. Our editorial mention of the 
squabbles of the National Association of Grocers over 
the question of allowing trade journal editors to officer 
their organization has been only to point a moral and 
adorn a tale. 

The power attached to a high office in a leading 
trade organization will, of course, make intriguing 
individuals itch for the influence they can command 
by securing an election to the, coveted place, and sooner 
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or later such associations must raise a cry of exclusion 
and spew forth these carpet baggers, whose sole anxiety 
in behalf of the association is either the advertising or 
the plunder, or more likely both, that their position 
gives them during their tenure of office. 

Happily hardware organizations have no need of 
vomiting out any nauseous bolus they have unwittingly 
swallowed. They have the warning of their brother 
merchants before them, and should wisely refrain from 
becoming the caudal appendage of any self-seeker’s kite. 
Happily no disclaimer of personality need accompany 
this warning, as up to now no editor of any hardware 
trade paper has sought to become an officer of any hard- 
ware association. At the various state hardware con- 
ventions a little coterie of hard working journalists 
have toiled unobtrusively yet earnestly in reporting the 
doings of these various bodies for the legitimate hard- 
ware press. They have been like good children, “seen 
but not heard,” always working in perfect harmony with 
the hardware dealers who are officers of the various as- 
sociations. Occasionally the president of some state 
association has caused some twinges of embarassed ex- 
citement among the faithful chroniclers of the doings 
of organized hardwaredom by calling on the different 
members of the press for a few remarks. 

A nomination for an office would throw a legiti- 
mate hardware trade journalist into a paroxysm of 
surging emotions. While flattered at the kindliness of 
the trade he has always endeavored to serve to the best 
of his ability, at the same time he would realize that the 
exhausting strain of his editorial work would render 
such an acceptance impossible. 

Of course, if instead of reaching a wide clientele, as 
the legitimate hardware papers do, his paper had at 
best only a state circulation, then no doubt the editor 
of some of the legitimate hardware papers might be an 
aspirant for an office in some of the leading hardware 
organizations. Granted that the editor of a legitimate 
hardware paper, in spite of the arduous work of his 
position, should by any perchance become either an 
active or receptive candidate for a position in a retail 
hardware organization, then the association, warned by 
the troubles of its sister trade, the grocers, should cer- 
tainly, in justice to itself, turn his aspirations down 
without even the courtesy of a complimentary vote. 

The various state associations and the interstate 
association are about to meet, and the motto of every 
nominating committee appointed should be: “The officers 
in a retail hardware organization should be retail hard- 
ware dealers. If the editor of a trade paper has the 
cacoethes loci, or itch for office, let hizn go and organize 
a National Association of Editors of Trade Journals 
and electioneer for a position as president or secretary 
of same.”

A SCREW LOOSE. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

A few days ago I met a friend, a newspaper man 
and a student, a man who deals in material and 
matter of fact questions, who searches all the various 
channels, who digs deep into the causes and effects. 
He said: “I am inclined to believe there is a wrong 
somewhere—a screw loose. Conditions are not what 
they should be, and I question if we are entering upon 
the twentieth century with as bright a sun, promising 
as much progress as the sun of the last century.” 


REALIZATION OF PONCE DE LEON’S DREAM. 


Of course this was speaking figuratively, and | 
sought an explanation. 

“Why,” said my friend, “you must have read con- 
siderable of late about the so-called new elixir of life 
of the various experimental treatments and the avidity 
which some old men and, I might say, quite old men, 
are seizing hold of the treatment, so to speak, in a vain 
hope to prolong life. Even the octogenarian, A. S. 
Hewitt, the man who collapsed, broke down a few 
years ago under mental strain, is said to be rejuvenating 
under its salient treatment.” 


WHAT OLD MEN HAVE DONE. 


“Now, the funny part of the life’s problem is illus- 
trated by the efforts of the larger corporations, asso- 
ciations and trusts to cut off men and deny them the 
right of honorable service after they have reached or 
passed the age of 40 or 45 years. Did you ever hear of 
anything more preposterous? Take up any book of his- 
tory, science, philosophy, art, literature, or what not, 
and you find that men who have done the most, who 
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have accomplished the most, who have been the greatest 
promoters of every branch of our development and the 
world’s progress and growth have been men whose great- 
est work was produced after they had passed the age 
of 40 years, and some of the greatest things have been 
wrought out by men past the sixties. 


UNDER A CLOUDED SUN. 


“So, I say, considering these two propositions in 
their entirety, my conclusions are, there is a wrong 
somewhere, a screw loose; we enter the twentieth cen- 
tury under a clouded sun. Is it the modern evolution 
of trade, of business or the dog-star of the trusts? Is 
it a theory or a condition that confronts us?” 


NOT READY TO GIVE UP. 


Here I reminded my friend it was the great 
“Stuffed Prophet,” who, a few years ago, propounded 
this question, “Is it a theory or a condition that con- 
fronts us?” and immediately thereafter went into in- 
nocuous desuetude. While I had passed the 40 and 45 
period, it was not my purpose to give up without a 
struggle to continue to earn an honest living, at least 
until the heart-failure period. 


A JOBBER IS SURPRISED. 





Mr. Al. P , who is the head of a respectable 
manufacturing and jobbing house, expressed great as- 
tonishment when the statement was made that traveling 
salesmen were being turned down because they had 
passed the age of 40 and 45; but a confirmation of the 
statement by Mr. G , the Pittsburg traveler, led 
him to believe it was too true. 





A TRAVELER OF SIXTY-FOUR. 

Said he: “Our house employs a number of trav- 
eling salesmen. We do not question their ages. What 
we are looking for is results; business with fair margins 
of profits. We have one man now, past 64 years of age; 
we have no thought of letting him go, of turning him 
down, because we know he is reliable, attentive to busi- 
ness, gets there, and is not chasing eround after some 
social amusement, a game of five-cent ante or ten-cent 
limit, not looking more for his own comforts and ease 
than our business. His trips are regularly and method- 
ically made, his reports and returns are correct, and 
are never questioned beyond the bookkeeper’s verifica- 
tion of additions and extensions. We will hang on to 
that class of salesmen so long as they are able to and 
want to work, believing the older man with experience 
and judgment to grasp the situation and settle con- 
ditions on the spot is the preferable employe. 

THE BEST SALESMEN. 


“The best traveling salesmen we have ever had 
have been men of riper years, who have educated them- 
selves in the school of actual practice. You cannot 
establish a theoretical school that would make a suc- 
cessful traveling salesman of a man in a quarter of a 
century; he must have it in himself and work up 
through the practical school, and its a school he never 
becomes the thorough master of. There are new les- 
sons to be learned every day, new obstacles to be met 
and surmounted every day. In my opinion the older 
man meets the conditions most successfully.” “Your 
company is not in the trust or combination possibly?” 
“No, we are outside all trusts and combinations, an 






independent corporation, doing our own business in our 
own way, on a live and let live basis.” 


POLICY OF IRON TRADE CORPORATIONS. 


The Pittsburg traveling salesman, who had been 
an attentive listener, said it was different with the 
trusts, especially the iron and kindred organizations. 
“But,” said he, “in my opinion, the older salesmen 
laid off on account of age by the larger corporations, 
will float around to the smaller concerns outside the 
trusts and stronger associations, that the business on 
account of their greater experience and power to master 
it, will largely follow them.” 


SMALLER MANUFACTURERS WILL SEEK EXPERIENCED 
TRAVELERS. 


In short, I do not think it will be long before the 
smaller manufacturer and jobber, becoming apprised 
of the facts, will search out these older and more capa- 
ble men who will be the means of building up their sev- 
eral businesses. 


NO DIVISION IN TRAVELING MEN’S RANKS. 


Again, the commercial travelers are a unit in this 
matter. There is no division in their ranks. Age cuts 
no figure with them in the discussion or solution of the 
problem. They know 90 per cent. at least of the retail 
dealers will back their stand in the matter, hence if 
through their numbers—some four hundred thousand— 
and their organized societies, a decided and combative 
stand is taken, they can make it wonderfully interesting 
for those who propose this age limit. 


COMMERCIAL MEN WILL SOLIDIFY. 


This attack from without will be a means of a 
more direct co-operation and solidification of the com- 
mercial travelers into a secret compact, to protect what 
they may justly call their vested rights, their organiza- 
tions, particularly the U. C. T., will grow rapidly. 

Nearly their entire membership will be enrolled 
against the passage of such an edict, re-enforced by the 
power they will readily command from the merchant 
and associates, their power will be a formidable one. 


CONSUMERS WILL REBEL, 


Another element likely to combat this un-American 
idea—one whose power cannot be now estimated or 
measured—is the one known as the consumer. 

This element, largely ruralistie, is most ready to 
rebel against any proposition that appears undem- 
ocratic, un-republican and contrary to American as- 
sumption. 

A SCHOOL FOR SALESMEN. 


The faddists who purpose the elimination of men 
from active service just because they have passed the 
age of 40 or 45, should establish technical schools with 
a sort of preparatory course of three or four years, for 
these young men they purpose making the modern ven- 
dors of their wares. 

Whatever the outcome of this unpopular purpose, 
it will be of little concern to the present living long 
before the dawn of the twenty-first century.

WILLIAI DANFORTH SUPPLEE. 





The death of one whom it was generally conceded 
would be a future leader in the trade came as a great 
shock to his many friends in all parts of this country. 
Recently the death has been announced of quite a 
number of men who held prominent and influential 
positions in the hardware world, but these had been 
spared to their family and friends during a goodly 
number of years, but in the case of our friend, William 
D. Supplee, the circumstances are different. 

He was born in La Crosse, Wis., on Aug. 29th, 
1862, where his father was engaged in the hardware 
business. It was his privilege to have an ancestry to 





which he could point with pride, although he never per- 
sonally alluded to the fact. His forefathers on his 
paternal side were of the Hugenots, who left France 
at the time of Edict of Nantees. They went to Hol- 
land, and landed in this country in 1661. 

Mr. Supplee’s branch of the family settled in Mont- 
gomery county, Pennsylvania, purchasing a large tract 
of land and becoming the leaders of the early settlers 
in that historic county. Generation after generation 
kept up the honorable name of the family, doing much 
to make for the entire eastern section of Pennsylvania, 
the reputation of honesty and fair-dealing, which it now 
enjoys. 

Mr. Supplee’s father, William W. Supplee, very 
early in life, went into business in La Crosse, Wis., 
where his son, William, was born. On the advice of his 
physician he moved to Philadelphia in 1867, bringing 
his family with him. 

William D. Supplee, being the only son, was af- 
orded every opportunity of acquiring a choice educa- 
tion. His early days were spent at Ruby Academy, 
Philadelphia, this academic education being finished 
at the Episcopal Academy, well known in the city of 
Philadelphia; after which he entered the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
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With an earnest desire to learn his father’s busi- 
ness, after concluding his studies in this institution, of 
which he was so proud, he engaged with the firm of 
Lloyd, Supplee & Walton. His desired as expressed to 
his father was to start as any other boy in the employ of 
the concern, and if he obtains position to do so on merit 
rather than by the influence of his father. Step by 
step he was promoted, and at the time of the formation 
of the Supplee Hardware Co. he was elected its treas- 
urer. The corps of salesmen at this time did not prob- 
ably exceed twenty. He took charge of this force and 
guided them, and counseled with them as with brothers, 
and from time to time added to the force, until at the 
time of his decease he was in executive control of sixty 
bright, intelligent traveling salesmen. As a worker 
he had no superior, and notwithstanding his enormous 
responsibility, the immense amount of detailed work 
which came under his supervision there never was a 
time when he was not willing to give an audience to the 
most humble employe of the house. Ifa porter or dray- 
man connected with the establishment was in trouble, 
William D. Supplee was his sympathizer and a willing 
ear was ready to listen to the trouble of his employe. 
If the occasion was one of joy the employe was sought 
and congratulated by the employer. 

Indeed, the building of the immense business of the 
Supplee Hardware Co. was due to the united efforts of 
father and son. A few months ago Mr. William W. 
Supplee was interviewed regarding their business. He 
said: “My son relieves me materially in the manage- 
ment of the business. He is fully competent to manage 
any portion of it, or the presidency of the company.” 

In association work he was very active. One week 
before the day of his death he acted as chairman of 
the banquet committee of the Hardware Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association of Philadelphia, pre- 
paring an event which was generally conceded to have 
been the most successful association banquet ever given 
in Philadelphia. 

On Sunday, Jan. 20th, he was compelled to take 
to his bed, suffering from a severe cold, which on Mon- 
day developed into pneumonia, and cn Thursday, sur- 
rounded by his wife, father, mother and sister, he bade 
farewell to earth and entered the company of those 
with whom he is to spend eternity. 

On Saturday, Jan. 26th, a special meeting of the 
hardware interests of this city was called, and without 
almost any exception every wholesale hardware dealer 
and manufacturer in the city was present or repre- 
sented. It has been said that a more sorrowing num- 
ber of men were never before assembled in this city. Very 
feeling remarks were made by those who were present 
and able to give utterance to their sorrow. A large 
number were too deeply affected by their loss to trust 
themselves to speak on this occasion. The following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted, order to be en- 
grossed, copy to be sent to Mr. Supplee’s widow, also 
copy for his esteemed father: 

Resolved, That, as we are called together by the sad 
news of the death of our friend and fellow-member, 
William D. Supplee, we cannot refrain, even in these 
inadequate words, from expressing, in some measure, 
our grief and sorrow in the great loss which has befallen 
the community, his family and ourselves. 




















































It is now our mournful privilege to state in what 
high esteem we regarded him in all the varied walks of 
life, whether in the social or business world. Genial 
and cordial in manner, bright and cheery in all the 
vicissitudes of life, he was a manly man, a faithful and 
loyal friend, who spoke of all in charity and kindness, 
and his name will ever be associated with the many 
gracious qualities by which he endeared himself to all. 

In business, his numerous friends bear testimony 
to his upright and truthful character, his frankness 
and unfailing courtesy, and his intense devotion to 
business interests and duties. By faithfulness and per- 
severance, he fitted himself to be his father’s stay and 
help, and our Association has suffered a severe loss, 
though the name of William D. Supplee descends un- 
sullied to his sons, and will ever be fragrant in our 
memories. 

Our hearts go out in loving sympathy to the widow 
and sons who mourn a devoted husband and father, to 
the mother and sisters who are called upon to bear 
this great sorrow, and lastly to the father, so well 
known to all of us, and who is now required to face 
this crushing grief. 

As the ways of divine wisdom are inscrutable and 
past finding out, we can only defer in trustful faith to 
the God of all comfort, and trust His consolation may 
rest upon all who mourn so deeply and in whose sor- 
row we feel we have a share. 

On Monday, Jan. 28th, at 11:30, services were 
held at Mr. Supplee’s late home, Wissahickon Heights, 
a suburb of Philadelphia. Hundreds of his friends paid 
their last tribute to his memory and his remains were 
intered in Laurel Hill Cemetery. 

His loss will be keenly felt by all Philadelphia 
houses as well as the Supplee Hardware Co. There 
the heads of the departments will miss him greatly. 
Several of these have been associated with the concern 
for many years, the writer having knowledge of four 
able, competent and experienced men whose term of 
service added together amounts to one hundred and 
twenty-three years. 

There seems to be but one spirit manifested among 
those who were associated with Mr. W. D. Supplee in 
aiding his father to build up this business, namely, 
that they must redouble their efforts, rally to the sup- 
port of the head of the house in accomplishing that 
which has been the ambition of both the father and 


son. 


ERLE OTE ON AAAI 
BUSINESS OUTLOOK FOR THE PRESENT YEAR. 


The program of the North Dakota Retail Hardware 
Association contains the following article by R. A. 
Kirk, president of Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & Co., St. 
Paul, written under cover of Jan. 25: 

“One of the most interesting subjects that come 
before the active, intelligent merchant at the beginning 
of each new year is the always attractive one of the 
probable outcome of the coming year’s business. It is 
at best somewhat a hazardous stake, and one that is 
based on prospects which must necessarily be attended 
with more or less uncertainty and which may be realized 
or not; to be determined only by the results of the 
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year, as the months go by. But, even in the face of this 
uncertainty, it is not only attractive to the merchant 
in business to forecast the future, but to some extent it 
is really necessary for him to do so; and in making his 
plans for the year’s business, he must base these plans, 
to a greater or less extent, on what he believes, accord- 
ing to his best judgment, to be the probable results of 
the year within his reach. 

“Keeping the aforementioned facts in mind, let us 
consider briefly the situation as we believe it to be, at 
the threshold of this, the first year of the new century. 
One year ago prices in hardware were generally at the 
top notch, and we started early in the year—and con- 
siderably too early for any of us, whether wholesale or 
retail—in a decline of prices that extended during the 
season into nearly all lines of goods handled by the 
ordinary hardware dealer. This depreciation of values 
has affected seriously the profits of the year, and the 
annual balance sheets must necessarily be much less 
favorable with all of us than would have been the case 
if prices had been fairly maintained. Fortunately, this 
decline of prices was checked during the fall, and we 
believe it may be fairly assumed that prices of hard- 
ware are now generally on a basis that we may reason- 
ably expect will be maintained during the spring and 
summer trade, and that firmness and strength, rather 
than weakness and decline, will be experienced during 
the spring and early summer trade. 

“Of course, it will be even more difficult to con- 
jecture the condition of the markets in the later sum- 
mer and fall trade, which will largely depend on the 
condition of the crops and also on other contingent 
circumstances, but the situation now may be regarded as 
favorable for a steady market and firm prices, and we 
believe that we may all enter on the new year’s busi- 
ness in the reasonable expectation of a favorable out- 
come as to values, and, we trust, also as to the volume 
of business, and corresponding profits.”

placed in an isolated fire-proof structure. A system of 
forced draft regulation automatically controls the steam 
pressure and allows soft coal to be burned without 
smoke. For this purpose a 24-inch tunnel connected 
with the blower in the engine room leads to the ash pit 
of each boiler. The power is furnished by a 125 horse 
power Watts-Campbell engine. This is arranged so 
that when the new wing is added the engine may be com- 
pounded so that a total of 200 horse power may be de- 
veloped. Power is transmitted directly from the head 
shaft to the main shaft in the basement, and then 
through a vertical drive to each floor. The power on any 
particular floor may be stopped without interfering 
with that of any other. The openings through the 
floors for the belts are protected with leavy metal hoods, 
so that there are no openings whatever to permit currents 
of air to circulate. These hoods are also intended to 
prevent the spread of fire. 

In the plating room a special cement trough has 
been constructed in which all drippings flow, and after 
passing through a settling tank are led to the sewer. 
This trough is covered with loose planking which pro- 
vides for its easy inspection and cleaning. 

A driveway is arranged so that in making or re- 
ceiving shipments the trucks are under cover and the 
sidewalk is left perfectly clear. Underneath this drive- 
way is the fire-proof vault for dies and special tools, the 
door of which is lowered and arranzements made for 
flooding the department in order to preserve the temper 
of dies in case of fire. 

The wash rooms have cement floors and have open 
sanitary plumbing. They can be thoroughly flushed by 
a hose. The polishing room is equipped with an im- 
proved system for exhausting dust. The plant is elec- 
trie lighted and also has a complete interior telephone 
system.

HEATING AN EIGHT-ROOM HOUSE. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I have an eight-room brick house and would wish 
your kind advice about the best way of heating same ? 
Lupwia ILFELD. 
Las Vegas, New Mex., Jan. 14, 1901. 
ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

If the question of expense cuts no figure with our 
subscriber, the writer would recommend a combination 
direct and indirect hot water heating apparatus for his 
house. What we mean by this is to warm the lower 
floors by indirect radiation, which would supply the 
house with fresh air, while for upper floor rooms direct 
radiation would answer. There are many things to con- 
sider in selecting a heating system of a house. The con- 
struction of the house, not only in regard to whether its 
walls are of brick or wood, but as regards its layout; 
the floor plans, height of ceilings, also what cellar room 
there may be, as well as to what provision there is for 
proper ventilation at present in the house. None of 
these essential points have been given by our subscriber. 

Now the reason the writer recommends a direct 
and indirect hot water system is because with it there 
would be ample provision for supplying the house with 
pure air, while at the same time having less sudden 
changes in the rise and fall of temperature throughout 
the house on account of poor attention given to the ap- 
paratus, and also because it is possible to get a mild 
heat in mild weather, as the water will circulate through 
the system at any temperature. But, on the other hand, 
if our friend wants the best system of heating for the 
least money, or, in other words, a system that will be 
satisfactory for much less money, he can secure it by 
using a combination hot air and hot water heating 
apparatus, using the hot air for rooms on the first floor 
located near the furnace, so that they would not have 
long horizontal air pipes, and to use hot water radiators 
in all distant rooms on first floor as well as in all upper 
floor rooms. For small private house work without a 
good vacuum system we consider either the two systems 
mentioned above much better than an ordinary steam 
heating system.

SHOULD NOT STICK TOO TIGHT. 


After reading THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, No. 4, I 
feel it my duty to answer “B. J. W.” and “Nutmeg.” 
But as I grip my pen, the grip is gripping me, so I shall 
be as brief as possible for my own comfort, if for no 
other reason. 

There is a slight misunderstanding in the way 
“B. J. W.” and “Nutmeg” receive me; they seem to 
think I am aching for a scrap, which is not the case. 
I respect both of them for coming at me as they do, 
especially “B. J. W.,” since de declares himself to be 
on the “other” side of the fence. 

“B. J. W.” attacks me in a very gentlemanly way 
as far as words go, by a few insinuations and reflections, 
but, reading between the lines, it is plain to see that he 
has rather a sore spot for me and that I am not his 
man. Although, were we better acquainted, I think we 
could wear each other’s shoes, although at present there 
is enough difference between us to take different sides 
on this question. I, too, like a man that sticks to his 
trade, and would like very much to be that man “my- 
self.” But, “B. J. W.,” I don’t like to see a man stick 
to his trade so tight, when there is not a living in it 
alone, and by thus sticking he can only “partly” sup- 
port himself and be obliged to beg the remainder when 
he could just as well take advantage of honest, hon- 
orable and respectable work. 


NOT A PERPETUAL ENCROACHER. 


There is a slight misunderstanding by some of the 
boys by imagining that a tinner is “always” encroaching 
on other trades when he turns his hand to do anything 
than slash tin and daub solder. Now, some of the tinners 
may be encroaching, but as far as my experience goes 
(which covers a period of about five vears in the shop), 
I think I can honestly and conscientiously say that I 
have “hardly” encroached on another brother working- 
man’s trade, although I have done almost anything and 
everything from repairing a bike, sewing machine, 
pumps, windmills, phonographs, telephones, binders, 
gasolene stoves, put in hot air furnaces, and repaired 
hot water and steam heating plants, and kept up with 
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the average tinner in work of the tinners’ craft, and I 
am not ashamed to allow inspection of any of my work 
in either line of trade. I have always taken great in- 
terest in my work and have invariably found myself 
hardest to please as to workmanship. I claim I have not 
encroached on other trades, because I have done my 
work workmanlike, and when I have gone beyond the 
tinners’ trade, other trades have not had a representa- 
tive in my vicinity. And in several instances in my 
case I have been almost obliged to accept jobs of other 
trades in order to prevent serious harm and damage to 
persons and to property, which might be the case with 
many another tink who is earning an honest living 
by indulging side lines. 
IS NOT ACHING FOR TROUBLE. 


The reason I did not challenge “J. J. C.” to the 
bench is because I am not aching for trouble, neither 
am I anxious to show how little I know. Besides, I am 
not working in a shop at present and could not possibly 
arrange for “J. J. C.” to meet me in this neck of the 
country because all shops are run by craftsmen similar 
to myself and we are all expected to give civil answers 
to reasonable questions. And the man who offers 
insults is just as liable to be sat down on here as any- 
where. I respectfully ask you, “B. J. W.,” to read my 
autobiography (as “Nutmeg” calls it) once more, and 
you will see that I ask of “J. J. C.” nothing more 
than you yourself have granted. I have no desire what- 
soever to have a contest with “J. J. C.” unless he insults 
me as he did “Michigan Tinner,” by giving an uncivil 
answer to a civil request, and declares that I am not 
a tinner because I might be a farmer or request some 
information as to how to erect a windmill. It’s not 
only because he insults “Michigan Tinner,” but there 
is more or less insult flung at my present occupation— 
(are reasons why I am after him). To do my share 
towards defending “Michigan Tinner” is reason enough 
for me to take the side I already have done, to say 
nothing of defending an honest and honorable occupa- 
tion, as well as the birthplace of our greatest men 
and most respected presidents. 

“NUTMEG’S” PROPOSITION IS DECLINED WITH THANKS. 

And now to “Mr. Nutmeg,” I will say, in reading 
over your proposition I am unable to distinguish which 
side of the fence you are on, but no matter as to that; 
your proposition strikes me as if you want to bet on the 
man which wins. But I’ll give you credit for that; 
your scheme is O. K., were I only able to carry it out 
to satisfaction of the rest of the boys on my side, but 
were I to accept this competition I’d hold at stake the 
reputation of ability of all who take sides with me. 
And to me it sounds so much like flipping pennies to the 
tune of “heads you win, tails I lose.” I have no doubt 
but that it would furnish plenty of entertainment, but 
I have my doubts as to instructions, as a poor teacher 
is sometimes worse than none, especially when applied 
to fractions and pattern cutting. I have been able to 
cut my own patterns so far, but my ability to explain 
problem or drawing or pattern is very poor, and I do 
not care to run up against anything in that line, as 
that does not affect my ability as a tinner, because I 
learned what I know of the craft work from THE AMER- 
ICAN ARTISAN and four as good tinners as we find any- 
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where, and out of these four tinners there is only one 
draftsman or pattern cutter. And when I stop just 
for a moment to consider the responsibility of the par- 
ticipants in said contest as well as remember that a 
fool can ask questions which wise men can’t answer, I 
am obliged to decline your proposition with thanks, 
as I am afraid that if you have traveled any at all, you 
might have run up against problems which might 
puzzle some of the “full fledged” (my travels are few, 
but I have seen them myself). 


ENJOYS A CAMPMEETING. 


As to our old uncle craftsman, “Wm. Pringle,” I 
am with you. I asked for a “campmeeting,” and a 
collection is always in order during such occasions, 
especially among Methodists (of which I am a descend- 
ant). 1, for one, have enjoyed the meeting which we 
have had, and only hope it may continue until we have 
heard from every member of the craft, no matter 
whether he is on my side or chooses to attempt to 
straddle my neck. What I have said I have tried to 
say with respect and friendship, as well as sprinkling in 
a little mirth to smooth off the rough edges and make 
our meeting more enjoyable. I never expected to have 
all the tinners take my side and expect to hear from 
more who are hot after me, but whether you are on 
my side or not, I hope you will allow me to have my 
opinion, at least, until I am convinced I am not right, 
and hope we may all shake hands and pat each others’ 
backs, although we ruffle each others’ fur at present. 
This is most likely the last you will hear from me on 
this particular question, as I do not care to act like 
“a Jack in the box.” I have had “my say” and would 
like to hear from others; otherwise I could ride a 
donkey and could always “be coming,” the same as 
“J. J. C.” and “Bryan.” But as I belong to the G. O. 
P. in politics, I ride an elephant, the same as McKinley, 
and while I may not be able to squeeze into as small 
places and turn as sharp corners as well as put my heels 
higher than my back and continually bob up again and 
be coming, those that do find me will find me there 
now—not coming.

A TINNER’S EXPERIENCE. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
UPS AND DOWNS. 


As the tinners are having a sort of a class-meeting, 
I will give you some of my experience since starting to 
learn the tinner’s trade, and trust it will be mighty 
interesting reading to some of my brother tinners, if 
not instructive. I worked about two years in a small 
town, and my boss sold out. Then I got a job some dis- 
tance from home; in a short time got discharged and 
came home broke. There being no job for me at the 
trade, I took a job of grubbing of a farmer, and did 
fairly well; at any rate, I was staked once more, and 
by the way, I liked to grub so well that now I never go 
by an old burr oak tree but I want to grub it out. Have 
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any of you windmill fellows ever grubbed any? If not, 
you have neglected a very important part of your busi- 
ness, and I am one ahead of you. 

ABILITY TO FIDDLE CAME IN HANDY. 

Well, as I said before, I was staked once more, 
and with a boon companion, I took a trip to a neighbor- 
ing town where I struck a job. It was a nice job, but 
it did not last long, for one morning I found the door 
closed by the sheriff. Now I was in a pretty fix—owed 
for three weeks’ board, and not a cent in my pocket. | 
felt blue, I tell you. I did not know what to do. Finally 
I met one of my acquaintances who asked me if I could 
go with him that night and play for a dance. I told 
him I was pretty busy, but would go. Can any of you 
fellows play the fiddle? If not, you ought to learn, 
for that is part of the trade, too. Well, I went and fid- 
dled and received four dollars for my services. This 
raised my spirits some, for I would not have to walk out 
of town. .The next day I started for the depot, but 
was hailed by the hardware man up the street, who gave 
me a job till fall. Then I went to work for a firm hand- 
ling everything. 

A PLUMBER ALSO. 

At that time our work consisted of assortment, 
dairy, tin roofing, spouting, etc. But as time went on 
and building stopped, the old town stood still and tin- 
work got pretty slim. Then, in order to put in my 
time, I had to fix pumps, build, paint and put up wind- 
mill towers; also to set up and repair binders and ma- 
chinery of all kinds—yes, I had a steady job. Do you 
wonder at it? After many years our little burg put in 
water works and then a new class of work came up. 
I had to do plumbing. How to wipe a joint I did not 
know, but being born with a certain amount of conceit, 
I made up my mind what any body else could do, I 
could. I won’t tell you how much time I put in 
learning, but will say I worked, fumed, sweat, swore 
and burned my fingers, but finally I got so I could wipe 
a pretty good joint—that is, some joints. I'll confess, 
however, I was very glad when some of them were 
covered with six feet of dirt. All this time I was sup- 
posed to be a tinner working at his trade. 

A JACK OF ALL TRADES. 

Was I? What wages did I get? Why, the top 
wages—$2 per day !—and, dear reader, you or I could 
keep right along at that kind of a job and never get any 
more. It took me fifteen years to find it out. I have 
come to this conclusion: A man that has a job like 
that is a jack at all trades, master of none, an imposition 
on the public, an infernal nuisance, knows more about 
every one else’s trade than his own. Pretty hard on you 
boys, but I am with you, or rather, am a has-been. Why, 
bless your souls! at a job like that you don’t get enough 
tinwork to keep in practice with the snips. I have corns 
on my fingers now, working at my trade, get better 
wages and work that suits me better; besides, if a 
fellow can’t work at his trade, what is the use of learn- 
ing one? Don’t talk windmill to me—I am touchy on 
this subject. 

DESCRIBES WINDMILL WORK. 

Do I know what putting up a windmill means? 
Why, it is digging holes big enough to bury a horse in, 
five feet deep in any old kind of ground, sometimes 
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stony, and sometimes stonier; lugging railroad ties or 
something as heavy, to block up with, in any old kind 
of weather, in barn yards or a goose pasture. Nice 
job for a tinner—I don’t think! No wonder some ad- 
vertise for a strong, able-bodied tinner. He needs to be, 
to put up windmills, but don’t require an overabun- 
dance of brains. Don’t advertise for a tinner for such 
jobs. You won’t get one. Tinners are working at their 
trade at better wages than you will pay. You may get 
a tinker, as there are plenty of them. I don’t blame a 
man for making a living the best way he can, and if he 
has to put up a windmill now and:then to hold his job, 
that is all right, but don’t advocate it as part of the 
tinner’s trade or jump on a fellow like “J. J. C.,” 
who writes an article against it. 
A CRACKER-JACK AT WINDMILL ERECTION. 

Why, I don’t doubt but that Minnesota man is a 
cracker-jack at windmills. I actually believe he could 
furnish wind enough to run one. Please don’t blow so. 

BOOT-STRAP ELEVATION. 

Axiom 1: You can’t lift yourself by your own 
boot-straps. You say you are on a farm now. Well, 
I advise you to blow about how much corn you can 
pick in harvest time. I have met fellows before now 
who boasted of having put finials on the pyramids of 
Egypt, worked on St. Peter’s church at Rome, and in 
every shop from New York to San Francisco, and they 
actually sweat blood making a 24-inch galvanized iron 
elbow in four pieces, and when finished it looked as if 
it had been made with a hatchet or grub hoe or some 
other handy tool. Now, I can’t boast of having traveled 
much, only from one job to the other. The fact is, 
have been kept too busy, consequently I don’t know 
near as much as you fellows that migrate so often. Be- 
sides I wasted too much time working at some other 
fellow’s trade. Why, my deluded brethren, I never 
expect to get the tinner’s trade down so fine that I 
won’t get balled up once in a while on some peculiarity 
that comes into a shop once in a while, and not work 
at any other trade, either. 

A DISCIPLE OF ORPHEUS. 

Axiom 2: Life is too short for a man to learn 
fifteen different trades. Oh, yes, I almost forgot to tell 
you another qualification necessary to fill some jobs. 
You must be a musician. Well, I learned to play the 
fiddle some, cornet some, clarinet some, in fact most 
any old thing from cornet to tuba some. The truth is, 
could play nothing very good, so was a jackass at that. 
Well, at any rate, at that time I thought I was qualified 
to tackle any job offered in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
till one day in answer to one of the advertisements | 
received the following letter and questions: 

THE TINNER’S CATECHISM. 

Can you make all kinds of tinware? Yes. Can 
you repair pumps and put up windmills? Yes. Do 
you understand furnace work? Yes. Have you had 
any experience at plumbing? Yes. Can you set up 
and repair binders? Yes. Can you talk German? No. 
I was thinking how nice I could fill that job till I 
came to the last question. I could not talk German— 
had to learn a foreign language yet! Why, it’s enough 
to drive a man to drink. Let me draw you a picture. 
Windmills, plumbing, furnaces, old binders, grease, 
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135° in the sun, bikes, pumps, 10° below zero eight 
miles in the country, $10 per week, 14 hours per day. 
What a horrible nightmare! How do you like it? 
Drawn from life. 

TINNERS SHOULD NOT DO WINDMILL WORK. 

Here is another one: When you see a dirty, black- 
looking individual with a hang-dog, hungry, half- 
starved, tired-of-life expression on his face, you can 
bet your life he has some such job. One fellow up in 
Wisconsin says a tinner can’t get a job unless he knows 
how to put up windmills. Why, my dear, deluded 
brother, there are about fifteen tinners at steady work 
here, and I don’t believe one of them knows how to 
put up a windmill or cares to learn, and if you asked 
one of them he would probably tell you there was a 
windmill man in the next block. Why, bless your souls, 
dear readers, life is too short to learn so many trades 
and if you attempt it, it will not be long till you are 
despised by every one and in time despise yourself. 
However, I have one consolation—if starvation stares 
me in the face some time in the dim future, I might 
get a job with some windmill man. 

I will now close and clamly await the next number 
of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, hoping that by perusing 
its pages it will be the means of brushing away some of 
the dark clouds that hover over our befuddled brains.

Well done, Cuba City, smite them hip and thigh. 
A tinner is one who does work that only can be done 
with tinner’s tools. A tinker does any old thing, wind- 
mills a specialty. A tinker has no more right to call 
himself a tinner than the driver of » scavenger wagon 
has to calling himself a sanitary engineer or a health 
officer. I will put my money on you, and if you can’t 
down any farmer who learned his trade in three months 
in an Oregon shop and then retired after working 
awhile for $20 per month, you are no good, and ought to 
put up windmills and be classified with the tinkers. 

I have worked at the tinner’s (not tinker) trade 
for twenty years, from the Alleghany mountains to the 
Pacific coast, served three years as an apprentice, stud- 
died pattern books and read THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
Although I don’t know it all, what I do know I know 
well enough to get good jobs as a tinner and hold them. 
In my travels have never had to ride the bumpers, al- 
ways had enough to pay for a seat on the cushions. Am 
no leader of fashion or a fashion plate, but pride myself 
that my trunk always contains two or three good suits 
of clothes. I don’t tell this to brag, but so as not to be 
mistaken for a tramp by those windmill tinkers. These 
tinkers are useful in their wey and necessary, so is a 
buzzard, but when a buzzard wants to be called a game 
cock the game cocks have a right to kick. It is a fact 
that the manufacture of tinware in most shops has 
passed, but in its place we have received the sheet iron 
roofing, siding and metallic ceiling. Did we grasp the 
opportunity to add these to our line? Some did, but I 
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find the carpenter is doing most of it, while tinners are 
trying to retrieve by being general utility men. 

I once dropped into a shop, not a thousand miles 
from Dawson, Minn. Yes, they wanted a tinner, one 
who could do everything; had two cows and a horse to 
take care of ; what I didn’t know about undertaking they 
would teach me. I left on the next train. That would 
have been a nice job for “B. E. A.” Or “S. A. A.” 
might have gone there and added undertaking to his 
already extensive knowledge. 

One will do most anything when hard pushed for a 
job, which is excusable, but there is no excuse for a 
good mechanic to be pushed all the time. I would like 
to know how long some of the past masters of our trade, 
Cunningham, “Nutmeg,” “One Eye,” Schuster, Colvin 
and others would stay with a general utility job? Just 
long enough to get a better one, I take it. 

Don Quixote found that windmills were not men, 
and, when this controversy is over the readers of THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN will find that tinkers are not tin- 
ners. “Nutmegs” plan is good, but it will only decide 
which is the better at pattern cutting, and the question 
is, is a man who puts up windmills a tinner? But send 
on the problem, “Nutmeg,” they will be instructive, 
besides being a nice little rake off for brother Billie 
Pringle.

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A NEW CORNICE PLANT. 








The Galesburg Cornice Co., Galesburg, IIl., have 
moved into their new quarters, cut of which is shown 
herewith. Their main building is three stories in 
height. It is constructed of brick and has a frontage of 
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approved pattern. The first floor also contains a crating 
and shipping room of generous dimensions. A power 
elevator connects this room with the various floors. In 
the basement is located a modern power plant, also 
apartment for heating apparatus and heavy storage. 

The second floor contains a tin shop where the Jer- 
sey cream separator and other specialties are manufac- 
tured. The balance of space in the plant is devoted to 
storage for general stock of eaves trough, conductor pipe, 
tin plate, sheet and galvanized iron, tin shop supplies, 
ete. 

This firm was incorporated last June with C. T. 
Childers as president and Mr. I. H. Willis, for a number 
of years president of the Willis Mfg Co., as secretary 
and treasurer. These gentlemen, with W. D. Godfrey, 
constitute the present stockholders. 


RAILROAD MILK CANS. 





The accompanying cut shows the railroad milk 
can made by Arthur A. Peterson & Co., Maple Park, 
Ill. These cans are made of 
heavy cold rolled steel. The 
covers and necks are made 
seamless. A heavy steel 
washer is soldered to both 
cover and neck, thus pre- 
venting holes from tearing 
out. The covers and necks 
-_ go through two processes of 
Seanbeds Neck and Cover annealing. The seam in 

Twiee Anscaled. the breast inside is soldered 
twice and is very heavily loaded, as is the bottom. The 
hoop on outside is extra heavily soldered. 

Heavy malleable iron handles, which are made 
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60 feet on Ferris street and a depth of 90 feet. The 
front, which shows up well in the cut, is a handsome 
combination of pressed brick and stone, surmounted by 
an ornamental] cornice of classical design. 

From the street the entrance is through an arched 
ing from this apartment are the private offices, catalogue 
and toilet rooms. All of these rooms are furnished in 
sheet metal ceilings and side walls of handsome de- 
sign. To the right of the office suite is the cornice shop, 
40x70 feet in size. This room contains several new ma-

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solid are used. No cracks or seams are left to collect 
dampness to rust out the breast. This handle is riveted 
to breast with two heavy rivets on each side of handle, 
passing through the breast, after which the rivet heads 
on inside are rounded over with solder.

It is rumored that the American Sheet Steel Co. 
would pass a dividend, the idea being to conserve earn- 
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ings so as to better meet threatened competition from 
the Carnegie Co. 


The stockholders of the Sharon Tin Plate Co., who 
are allied to the Sharon Steel Co., of Sharon, Pa., have 
signed a contract to sell their entire output of tin plate 
for five years to the American Tin Plate Co. 


The American Steel Roofing Co., Middletown, O., 
are manufactures of a polygon conductor pipe. These 
pipes, it is claimed, will not burst, as the twist in the 
corrugation checks the sudden fall of ice and water, 
thus protecting the joints. This pipe is quite handsome 
in appearance and is made in copper and galvanized 
iron. 


The Lalance & Grosjean Mfg. Co., 19-21 Cliff St., 
New York, with western branch at 81-83 Michigan Ave., 
Chicago, supply the trade with their “L. & G.” wrought 
steel kitchen and pantry sinks and plumbers’ basins in 
painted, galvanized and enameled finish inside and out, 
in blue and white, agate and crystal styles. These sinks 
are pressed from single sheets of wrought steel, and the 
freight charges are greatly reduced from those on cast 
goods. 


Few tinners, whether they do windmill work or 
whether they do not, have been able to cross the Atlantic 
very often—its too expensive.

A press dispatch from Youngstown, 0., dated

It is said that 
this consolidation will make all the steel and iron roof- 
ing that is made in the country and that each firm 
entering its combination retains its individuality and 
its customers, the same as before, but agrees not to 
manufacture roofing. While very probably there is a 
basis of truth underlying this report, it is unques- 
tionably an exaggeration, as we know of a number 
of mills making steel and iron roofing that are now in 
operation, and, it is said, will remain so for a number 
of months.

METAL STATISTICS. 





Der Metallgeselischaft und der Metallurgische 
Gesellschaft, of Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, has 
issued its annual report containing statistical com- 
pilations of lead, copper, spelter, tin, silver, nickel, 
aluminum and quicksilver, giving production, imports, 
exports, prices and consumption for each of the prin- 
cipal countries. The work has long been deservedly 
looked upon as high authority, and we are indebted to 
an esteemed exchange, the New York Commercial, for 
the data given in the following review of: this book: 

The statistics are brought up to the end of the year 
1899. In the introduction is the following statement: 
“The publication of the statistical tables for the year 
1899 has been delayed, as we were afraid the figures of 
the official trade statistics of several countries, which 
we generally use as the basis of our calculations, were 
not quite reliable and we had therefore first of all to 
make closer inquiries. As a result, however, we are 
enabled, in some instances, to include in our statistical 
calculations the figures of copper, lead and spelter for 
the first half of this year.” 

An interesting feature of the statistics is the com- 
parative tables covering a series of years. From them 
can be seen the relative rank of the United States as a 
producer and consumer of the various metals. The 
total production of pig lead has increased from 540,000 
metric tons in 1890 to 775,000 tons, in 1899. The 
United States takes first place with 197,000 tons, as 
compared with 117,800 in 1885; Spain is second, with 
161,800 tons, an increase from 100,000 tons; Germany 
takes third place, with a production of 129,200 tons, 





with 85,000 and prarars follows with 70,000 tons. 

As a producer of raw copper the United States is 
credited with 275,000 tons, Great Britain with 79,200 
tons ; Germany, 34,626 tons; Russia, 6,500 tons; France, 
5,000 tons. Imports of raw copper into Europe for 
the year 1899 are given as 21,000 tons from Japan, 
16,800 tons from Australia and 309,756 tons from 
other countries, over sea. The total quantity of raw 
copper available for Europe during the year was 309,- 
756 tons. The amount of Japanese copper consumed in 
Eastern Asia during the year is set down as 9,000 tons. 

As a consumer of raw copper the United States is 
placed first, with 190,000 tons; then comes Germany 
with 97,656 tons; Great Britain, 82,404 tons; France, 
47,633 tons; Austria-Hungary, 16,921 tons, and Russia, 
12,500 tons. 

The United States is in the lead as a consumer 
of tin, although no tin was produced in the country. 
The consumption of tin here in 1899 was 33,783 tons, 
Germany consuming 12,613 tons and Great Britain 
10,181 tons, while France came next with 6,541 tons. 
Production amounted to 71,073 tons, as follows: 
Straits, 44,460 tons; Banca, 9,066 tons; Billiton, 5,057 
tons; Bolivian, 4,753 tons; English, 4,400 tons; 
Australian, 3,337 tons. 

The production of China, which is somewhere 
from 10,000 tons to 20,000 tons and is used entirely 
for home consumption, is not included in the above 
amount, nor are the home consumption of Australia, 
nor the home consumption of the Straits, Siam and the 
Dutch East Indies, the production of Europe with the 
exception of England nor the exports from the Straits, 
Siam and the Dutch East Indies to British-India, 
China, Corea and Japan. 
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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREETS ON -IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreet’s telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

Foundry pig iron is lower at all leading markets, 
but on the other hand bessemer is rather firmer, while 
steel billets actually sell for 25 cents more per ton and 
there is talk of an advance of a dollar per ton in 
finished products; wire and wire nails are two dollars 
up. ‘The weakness in foundry grades is chargeable to 
large buyers who, having satisfied their early wants, now 
holding aloof, and to reports that stocks are increasing. 
A sale of 10,000 tons is reported closed a tthe conces- 
sions noted. Export trade in crude forms is practically 
dead, but in mines a good business is still doing. Rail- 
way material, examples of which are shipments of 
locomotives to France, steel rails to Mexico and South 
Africa, and steel billets to England. Heavy calls for 
pipe are reported from the new oil districts in Texas. 
The labor outlook had been helped by the compromise 
between the Valley Furnace operators and their men. 
Opinion as to ore price is criticising, in the belief that 
not as great a decline is to be expected as was looked for 
and $450 as a basis is freely predicted. 





WIRE NAILS. 

A sudden and startling advance has been made in 
wire nail prices under cover of Jan. 29th. Without 
dropping a hint of any kind to the trade, either jobbing 
or retail, the American Steel & Wire Co. calmly tacked 
an advance of $2.00 per ton on wire nails and plain 
and barb wire. The price on carload lots of wire nails 
is now $2.45. 





CUT NAILS. 

Carload lots of cut nails are quoted at $2.15, with 
small lots at $2.25. The cut nail manufacturers met 
with expedition after Jan. 29th’s advance in wire nail 
prices and put prices up 5 cents a keg. 





BARB WIRE. 
Carload lots of painted barb wire are quoted at 
$2.75. Galvanized barb wire is $3.05. These prices 
are 10c higher than last week’s quotations. 





WIRE. 
Carload lots of plain wire are $2.40 base. 





SHOT. 

Revised shot prices have been made as follows: 
Drop shot, sizes smaller than B, are $1.25 per 25 lb. 
bag; drop shot, B and larger sizes, is $1.30 per 25 lb. 
bag; buck and chilled shot is $1.30 per 25 lb. bag, and 
dust shot is $1.50 per 25 lb. bag. 





WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
There is no special activity in the white lead mar- 
ket. In lots of 500 lbs. and over the price is 6144c per 
Ib., and in lots of less than 500 lbs. at Yc per Ib. 


ROPE. 
Rope is quite strong and prices rule at 744c per 
lb. for 7 1-6 inch sisal and 10c¢ for 7-1-6 inch manila. 





LINSEED OIL. 
City raw linseed oil ranges from 58c to 60c per 
gallon. 





SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 
The price for turpentine has fallen off. Southerns 
are quoted at 40c and machine made barrels at 401c. 





COPPER. 

There was more doing in copper than last week, 
consumers coming into the market for fair amounts, 
and prices were firm at 16%gc for Lake and 1614c for 
electrolytic. The Knight Commander arrived at Bal- 
timore from London with 201 tons bars and 25 tons 
slabs. The London market opened steady and a little 
lower, spot copper being quoted at noon at £71 2s 6d 
and futures at £71 15s, but higher prices prevailed 
later and the market closed quiet at a slight advance 
over Tuesday’s prices. Sales and closing quotations 
compare as follows: 

Best selected copper is quoted in London at £78 
5s, as against £78 on Jan. 24 and £78 10s on Jan. 16. 
Latest returns give total exports from this country for 
the month of December as 9,167 tons ; during the month 
1,962 tons of foreign copper and 11,020 tons ores were 
imported and none were re-exported. 





TIN. 

Tin is quiet and weak on account of heavy arrivals 
and lower cables from abroad. Quotations at the call on 
the New York Metal Exchange were: Straits or Ma- 
lacca—Spot, asked, 26.25; January, asked, 26.25; set- 
tling price, 26; February, asked, 26.25; settling price, 
26. 





LEAD. 

Lead closed dull and unchanged at 43¢c per pound 
in 50-ton lots. In St. Louis the market was dull at 
4.15@4.17%4c. Soft Spanish lead, which has been very 
weak in London, declined 5s per ton to £15 7s 6d, the 
lowest price for many months. Imports of foreign 
lead during the month of December were 9,235 tons; 
exports, 6,786 tons; bonded stock, Dec. 31, 18,918 tons. 





IRON AND STEEL. 

The American Steel & Wire Co. has announced an 
advance amounting to $2 a ton on all its standard 
products. This will affect a production amounting to 
several hundred tons during the year, and is in line 
with the strengthening of prices in steel billets. There 
is still talk of an advance in steel rails. Structural 
shapes are steady and in good demand. Bars are in- 
active. Foundry irons are dull and inclined to be 
weak. Old materials shows little change.
